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Technical Training 


Urged as Greatest 
South Alabama Need 


South Alabama is due for a 
growth in the next 10 or 15 
years comparable with the 
growth of the Tennessee valley 
during the last 10 or 15 years, 
Philip J. Hamm, director of 
the George C. Wallace Voca- 
tional and Technical School, 
Napier Field, told the Elba Ro- 
tary Club Monday. 

Mr. Hamm gave two reasons 
for the growth of the Tennes- 
see valley; 1. cheap power gen. 
erated by the river; 2. technical 
know-how. He said that South 
Alabama is going ahead with 
river development and will get 
the cheap power. “But we still 
lack the technical know-how,” 
he said. 

Lacks One Thing 


As a state official whose job 
it was to encourage new indus- 
try to come to Alabama, he 
found that “South Alabama 
has everything in its favor ex- 
cept one. It has a tavorable cli- 
mate, water resources, and is 
near to the Gulf beaches, and 
areas providing hunting and 
fishing for recreation of em- 
ployes in industrial plants. But 
it lacks skilled personnel. 

“We are living in a technical 
age. The minimum wage law 
has made it prohibitive for an 
industry to train workers. They 
must know the principles of 
the job before they go to work, 
and if they know the princi- 
ples, it won’t be difficult to 
learn the details. 

The Best Investment, 

“A few years ago a young le- 
gislator named George C. Wal- 
Jace almost single - handed 
fought for, and obtained, le- 
gislative action to set up tech- 
nical schools in Alabama _ to 
provide industry with boys and 
girls with the technical know- 
how. 

“Money spent in the train- 
ing of our youth is the best in- 
vestment we can make, and I 
want to urge everyone of you 
business and. professional men, 
to take time out from your dai 
ly occupations occasionally to 
talk to the boys and girls with 
‘vhom you are acquainted, and 
use your influence io encourage 
them to gain technical train- 
ing. And I can assure you that 
if any boy or girl lacks the fi- 
nancial means to come to 
George C. Wallace trade school 
and genuinely wants to come, 
that I will find a way te pro- 
vide his tuition.”

Jobs Early; Vacancies To Be Scarce 


Youngsters who expect to 
take summer jobs would - be 
wise to start looking now. ac- 
cording to Changing Times, the 
Kiplinger Magazine. High na- 
tionwide unemployment is go- 
ing to make it tougher to get 
a job this year, but it can be 
done if the applicant starts 
now and knows where to look. 

To help him along, a copy- 
righted article in the current 
issue of the magazine includes 
the following suggestions: 

Industry 

Many smaller companies still 
have openings for student 
workers, but the applicant will 
have to check the ones he wish_ 
es to work for. Most of these 
positions are for those interest 
ed in working for the company 
after graduation. 

Larger companies have plen- 
ty of job applications already. 
Though many of them do have 
Student on - the - job training 
programs for the summer 
months, they have wotked 
through college placement of- 
fices for a long time and have 
a backlog of applicants, some

The editors of the magazine

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SchoolBoard Loses 
Claim Against City 


A Circuit Court Judge ruled 
as invalid, in Elba last week, a 
contract requiring the City of 
Elba to retire a $96,000 indebt- 
edness of the Coffee County 
Board of Education. 

Judge T. W. Thagard held 
that the contract in effect vio. 
lated the city’s constitutional 
debt limit and cited as grounds 
an Alabama Supreme Court 
ruling involving the City of 
Georgiana. 

The Coffee County Board of 
Education brought a suit a- 
gainst the City of Elba three 
years ago in which it asked the 
court to require the city to ful- 
fill its alleged obligation to the 
board. 

-A contract was entered into 
by the city and the board in 
1947 for the issuance of $96,- 
000 in board of education war- 
rants for construction of a 
gymnasium and lunchroom in 
Elba. 

$500 Monthly 

Under terms of the contract, 
the city was to pay the coun- 
ty board $500 monthly for 16 
years to retire the indebted- 
ness. The city paid more than 
$30,000 on the indebtedness 
prior to 1953 and then stovped 
its payments. 

In arguing the school board’s 
case, Atty. Joe Casaday charg- 
ed the city levied a two-cents 
per gallon gasoline tax for. the 
specific purpose of repaying 
the county board and is still 
collecting the tax although no 
payments have been made in 
eight years. 

He charged that the city is 
liable to the board of educa- 
tion for benefits which it re- 
ceived-in-the form of new 
school buildings and that the 
constitutional debt limit did 
not apply in this case. 

If it did apply, he contend- 
ed, the $6,000 annual obligation 
was not in excess of the debt 
limit. 

Exceeds Debt Limit 

Judge Thagard held that the 
total amount of an installment 
obligation must be considered 


as the actual indebtedness 
Which did exceed the city’s 
debt limit. 


Defense Atty. Lewey Steph- 
ens based the city’s case solely 
on the contention that the 
contract obligated the city in 
excess of the constitutional 
debt limit and therefore, was 
invalid from the beginning. 

At the time the contract was 
entered into the school plant 
constructed. which cost more 
than $200,000, the school itself 
was under the county system 
but since has been transferred 
to city jurisdiction. 

In denying the school board’s 
petition, Judge Thagard com- 
mented that he was “in sym- 
pathy” with the board‘s posit- 
ion but found no relief for it 
in the law. 

The county board of educa- 
tion is expected to appeal the 
ruling to the Alabama Supreme 
Court. 

Judge Thagard of Green- 
ville, presiding judge of the sv. 
cond circuit, ruled in the case 
in place of Judge Eris ¥. Paul 
who disqualified himself be- 
cause he was circuit solicitor 
here in 1947 and gave legal ad 
vice to the county board. 

The Georgiana case which 
Judge Thagard cited involved 
the issuance of municipa? 
bonds for the construction of 
a hospital to be owned and o- 
perated by the city. In an ad- 
visory opinion, the Supreme 
Court held that if bonds were 
issued, they would be invalid 
as the amount exceeded the 
constitutional debt limit.
